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HE dtena of Many people during the 
winter months is influenza. A badly- 
nursed case of ‘influenza may have 

lasting ill-effects, especially upon the nervous 
system of highly-strung patients. If any 
shock is received by the patient, a nervous 
breakdown may result. “This is, of course, a 
very rare condition, but has been known to 
occur. 

Influenza is not dangerous in itself, but 
has a lowering effect upou the whole system. 
A certain type of influenza begins like a bad 
cold, but with rather more running at the 
nose and eyes than is usual with the ordinary 
cold. With this type there is a fair advance 
in temperature; some slight pains in the 
limbs, and a general feeling of tiredness. 
With warmth and care the trouble will pass 
in a few days if the patient stays in bed, 
but a fresh cold must be guarded against. 

Influenza of this description is often con- 
fused with the old-fashioned *‘ feverish 
cold,’ which it very closely resembles. The 
attack being sudden, the disease has not time 
to get a hold on the system. The time it 
takes to develop is usually one to four days. 
A week will usually see the end of the 
attack. 

The more serious type of influenza takes 
about a week—probably more—io develop. 
During this period the patient is 
apparently quite well, although he 
may notice, half consciously, a general 
feeling of tiredness, or “‘ malaise,” as it is 
called, for a day or two before the attacx 
develops. The onsalught at the last is 
sudden, beginning with soreness at the back 
of the throat, headache, especially across the 
eyes, and a shivery sensation all over the 
body. There is complete loss of appetite, 
with naused, and even vomiting, if the in-

PENSIONS IMPERILLED. 

How will the pension rights of municipal 
employes be affected if the strike should take 
place? After a period of twenty years’ ser- 
vice they are. by Act of Parliament, entitled 
to retiring allowances or pensions, xe Act, 
however, provides that pensions are payable 
only when there is no break in service, and 
even if a break of only one day should occur 
jn a man’s service he would thereby forfeit 
bis right to a pension. 

It will be remembered that the question 
was raised during the municipal workers’ 
strike of last July, when there was an almost 
complete hold-up of the city services. When 
a settlement was reached the Borough Com- 
missioners acceded to the request of the men 
in regard to the eight days that the strike 
lasted as a period of “special leave without 
pay.” In this way the pensions of employes 
were guaranteed. Whether “the © Commis- 
sioners would be willing to.act similarly in 
the event of another strike is doubtful. 

The present dispute arose over the decision 
of the Commissioners to accept the tender of 
M. Boudeville. of Paris, for the cleansing of 
55 miles of Dublin streets at a cost of £134.000 
per annum for a period of ten years. The 
contract, it was stated, would involve the 
dismissal of 208 temporary workers in the 
Cleansing Department. As a protest against 
the proiected dismissals the Municipal 
Employés’ Trade Union gave notice that they 
would cease work on Saturday last. A con- 
ference between both sides was held, and the 
Commissioners offered that employment would 
be found for the 208 temporary men during 
the twelve months beginning October Ist, 
1925. The Union representatives agreed to 
withdraw the strike notices pending the de- 
@ision of a meeting of the men.

THE COMMISSIONERS’ 
PROPOSALS. 


INFORMATION FOR THE 
PUBLIC. 


The Commissioners of the County Borough 
of Dublin send us the following statement 
for publication :— 

From several articles appearing in the 
Dublin daily Press, and letters from various 
individuais also appearing therein, and from 
other letters addressed to the Commissioners, 
it would seem that a considerable amount of 
misunderstanding with regard to the Com- 
missioners’ proposals in the above matter still 
exists. With a view to making the situation 
somewhat clearer the following information 
with regard thereto would seem to the Com- 
missioners to be desirable to give to the 
public. 

The figures of £153,000 per annum sub- 
mitted by Messrs. Surridge and of £134,000 
er annum worked out from items in Monsieur 
Boudeville’s tender were for the entire work 
at present discharged by the Cleansing De- 
partment, with the exception of a few unim- 
portant items. The actual cost to the Cor: 
poration for thes® services for the year ended 


31st March, 1925, was £151,114 18s. 11d.. 


The acceptance of either tender in its entirety 
would have involved the dismissal from the 
Corporation service of practically the entire 
staff of the Cleansing Department, and the 
vtmost that could be hoped for in their 
behalf would he that the majority would be 
employed by the contractor without enjoying 
the many privileges which attach to Corpora- 
tion employment in Dublin as against private 

yment. Though satisfied that this 
would have been the most economic course to 
adopt, the Commissioners did not think it 
advisable, in view of the hardships thereby 
devolving on the staff, to do this. 


THE TWO TENDERS, 

The Commissioners. decide fo examine the 
tenders with a view to “seeing ' how far 
efficiency and economy could be attained with 
a minimum disturbance of the conditions of 
employment of the cleansing staff. Messrs. 
Surridge’s tender being for a lump sum, with- 
out details of how that sum was arrived at, 
did not lend itself to analysis sufficiently to 
enable the Commissioners to deal with in in 
the manner suggested. Monsieur Boudeville’s 
tender, on the other hand, being itemised, 
was capable of complete analysis, and lent

GOVERNMENT BLAMED. 

It should be stated that all the blame for 
the present state of affairs is laid by Labour 
at the door of the Free State Government. It 
is suggested that the Government, by supply- 
ing Siemens-Schuckert with certain figures, 
indirectly fixed the rate of wages offered now 
by that firm. The contractors point out, of 
course, that the rate of 32s. a week for rural 
labourers compares very favourably with that 
id by farmers generally throughout the 
ree State, and to this point the Transport 
Union replies that, the average country 
labourer, with his cottage and his half-acre 
or acre of land, must always be in a better 
position than the worker who comes from 
another part of Ireland to work on the 
Shannon scheme. It is true, they say, that 
he is given ‘free hut accommodation, but they 
insist that its value is comparatively trivial. 

So far as the contractors are concerned, at 
any rate, there is really no wages dispute 
in progress. According to Mr. McGrath, 
Director of Labour, more men than they will 
need for a considerable. time have applied 
for work at the wage offered. Work, they 
| point out, has already begun, and they have 
no reason to believe that it will not be con- 
tinued, or that serious opposition can be 
encountered. However all this may be, the 
people of Limerick are willing to believe that 
a troublesome situation is developing, and, 
furthermore, than the matter will come to 
a head within another few days.

OBITUARY. 


THE RIGHT HON. STEPHEN 
RONAN. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Right Hon. Stephen Ronan, formerly Lord 
Justice of Appeal in Ireland, which took 
place last Saturday at his residence, 45 Fitz- 
william square, Dublin, at the age of seventy- 
seven years. 

The deceased Lord Justice spent forty-five 
years in practice at the Irish Bar. In that 
long period he built up a reputation which 
was recognised in legal circles far beyond the 
shores of Ireland, and when he wag raised to 
the Bench in January, 1915, a earahlairéid In 
Ireland felt that the appointment, although 
long delayed, was an excellent one. The late 
Lord Justice was simply lawyer, first and 
last. A Unionist by principle, he avoided the 
thorny path of politics, devoting himself 
entirely to the study of his briefs, which, 
indeed, needed all his time; for they poured 
in upon him ‘thick as autumnal leaves that 
strow the brooks in Vallombrosa.’’ In this 
course he differed essentially from many of 
his brethren of the ““long robe’ who were 
ambitious of more rapid promotion, and 
obtained it sooner or later. Mr. nan 
arrivea at the goal without any such ad- 
ventitious aid as a political career affords to 
lawyers. To have stepped from the Bar on 
to the Bench of the highest Court in the land 
is not given to many barristers. 

Mr. Ronan was the eldest son of the late 
Mr. Walter Ronan, a highly respected 
member of the solicitors’ profession who 
practised in Cork, and is now represented 
by Mr. Walter B. Ronan, a brother of the 
deceased judge. Born in 1848, he was 
educated at Queen's College, in his native 
city, and in due course graduated M.A. of 
the old Queen's University. He was called 
to the Irish Bar in 1870 and joined the 
Munster Circuit. He was in the early 
‘eighties of the last century Crown Prosecutor 
for Cork. In this capacity he acquired a 
good knowledge of criminal Jaw, but it was 
as a practitioner in the Chancery Courts that 
he made his reputation and attained a high 
position in his profession. In 1889 he was 
made Queen’s Counsel and was called to the 
Inner Bar. Prior to that event, however. he 
was called to the English (Inner Temple) Bar, 
in the year 1888. He was one of the counsel 
for The Times before the Parnell Commis- 
sion in 1890. 

In 1892 Mr. Ronan was elected a member of 
the Society of Benchers of the King’s Inns, and 
about that time he was appointed Queen’s 
Advocate for Ireland. He frequently ap- 
peared in cases from Ireland which went to 
the House of Lords, one of the last in which 
he took part being the protracted and costly 
suit of Chambers v. the Irish Land Commis- 
sion. Having been appointed Lord Justice 
of Appeal, it followed as a logical sequence 
that he should become a member of the Irish 
Privy Council, and accordingly he was sworn 
in a member of that body in February, 1915. 
When he went his first circuit as a judge of 
Assize in Munster his fellow-citizens of Cork 
marked their pleasure at seeing him amongst 
them in that capacity. The Southern Law 
Association formally welcomed him, and the 
County Grand Jury offered him their eón- 
gratulations. Lord Justice Ronan received 
their tributes with becoming modesty and re- 
called that Corkmen had attained distinction 
as judges in England. He mentioned 
ticularly Judge Willis, whose name, he said 
ought not to be forgotten. Ten or twelve 
years before the period at which he was 
speaking, he said, he sauntered into the 
Royal Courts of Justice in London, and found

It is to be regretted that his judg- 
ments fromthe Bench Were’ not more 
modelled, at least, in brevity ‘and directness 
on the style of his written opinions.

LORD LONDONDERRY AND INDIA, 


The Westminster Gazette remarks :—Lord 
Londonderry’s denial of any possibility of his 
succeeding Lord Reading as Viceroy in 
India can scarcely imply any expectation or 
desire on his part to succeed, Sir James 
Craig as Prime Minister of Northern Ire- 
land. Once the boundary question has been 
disposed of Lord Londonderry may be ex- 
pected to abandon the uncongenial atmos- 
phere of Ulster politics, and to seek a wider 
scope for his talents and his great wealth. 
He has been mentioned: as a possible suc- 
ces-or to Lord Crewe as Ambassador in Paris, 
and he would probably accept any cf the 
more important Embassies with alacrity.

COLONEL JACKSON AND THE 
PREMIER’S SPEECH. 


Importaut subjects—among them the Party's 
attitude to Communism—will be discussed at 
the Brighton conference of the National 
Union of Conservative and.

RUSSO-GERMAN AGREEMENT 
EXPLAINED. 


From OUR Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 


LOCARNO, Sunday. 

The quiet Swiss resort of Locarno ha; 
become the centre of world politics with 
the arrival of the British, French, and 
| German delegations to the long-awaited 
Security Conference. 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain and the otheg 
members of the. British delegation arrived 
here shortly after noon to-day; M. Briand 
and his colleagues reached Locarno yester- 
day afternoon ; and the German delegation 
—Herr Stresemann and Chancellor Luther 
arrived yesterday evening. 

I understand that the Western agree- 
ment is practically ready for signature, 
only minor questions remaining to be 
settled.. I also understand that a tenta- 
tive agreement has been reached on ge 
disarmament question, which satisfied both 
France and Germany; but it is generally 
felt that the question of the security of 
the Eastern frontiers will prove a thorny 
obstruction, which only most careful pro- 
cedure will avoid. 

The French delegation is still largely in 


the dark regarding the measure of success 
which M. Chicherin met in Warsaw and 
Berlin, despite the lengthy 
spatches concerning the Russian Foreign 
Commissar’s [I was present, 
at a conference between Herr 
Stresemann and Chancellor Luther and 
leading newspaper representatives this 
n.orning, when Germany's Foreign Minis- 
ter talked at some length concerning his 
negotiations with M. Chicherin.

“La Chauve-Souris,’’ at the Strand Theatre 
last week. | Qne’s pleasure in this original 
and wholly delightful show increases at every 
visit. It is the most artistic and delicately 
amusing entertainment in London. That 
droll and im“ compere, M. Balieff, with 
his wierd English that daily grows more 
unintelligible, was superb. His explanations 
of the items in the programme are scarcely 
understandable, but his countenance is so 
funny; his expressions so comical—he has a 
face like indiarubber—and his whole per- 
re | so mages: that he is the principal 
part of the entertainment. 
_His company includes some very clever 
singers, dangers and actors, but it is the in- 
fluence of Balieff. that is supreme and 
inimitable. All the items are so skilful and 
sae that it is difficult to select any one 
as being better than the others. 

Perhaps the most impressive is the “ King 
orders the drums to be beaten,’’ a scene 
taken from an old French song; the most 
illusively beautiful, “The See-Saw,’’ an 
ancient cameo from M. -Balieff’s collection 
left in Moscow, and the most-fantastically 
amusing “ Malbrouck s’tn va-t-en guerre.”’ 

The introduction of two songs on more or 
less ggg lines, in ‘‘Oh Katharina’’’ and

NEED FOR PROPAGANDIST 
CAMPAIGN. 


In a report submitted by the Inspector at 
the monthly meeting of the Irish Industrial 
Development Association, as the result of his 
tour in the South-Eastern area, he states that 
he had noticed an absence of Irish manufac- 
tured goods from shop window displays in 
the towns at which he had called, and that 
shopkeepers and commercial travellers with 
whom he had conversed had complained to 
him of the latter-day noticeable absence of 
any kind of enthusiasm for native manufac- 
tures :— 

The report added :—‘ Considering the pre- 
vailing depressed economic conditions in the 
country and the steadily flowing. stream of 
emigration, this neglect of home industries 
is to be deplored. Apparently there is grave 
and urgent need for an intensive propagandist 
campaign on the part of all concerned with 
the industrial activities of the nation to re- 
awaken enthusiasm for Irish manufactures 
throughout the country.’’ 

With the exception of a small number of 
flour mills, the Inspector found that practi- 
cally all the roluahelae factories at which he 
called were working short time. The mana- 
gers had complained that the falling off in 
trade in the past couple of years was. very 
discouraging, and that they find it difficult to 
compete in the home market with goods 
“ dumped’ here by foreign trade rivals, 

The boot and shoe factories and blanket weav- 
ing mills visited were all busily employed in 
executing orders for the home markets. This 
prosperity was attributed to the imposition of 
tariffs on imported footwear and blankets.

the property-owners in assisting those most 
unfavourably situated, geen, to isolation, to 
benefit by the cheap light and power for milk- 
ing machines on the dairy farms, etc. I may 
say that from the rate collected a large per- 
centage is placed in a sinking fund, so that 
eventually the loan raised, for reticulating the 
whole country round about, will be paid off, 
and ne further rates will bé chargeable. 

Relative to the statement that ‘Your. rail- 
wavs would be better in private hands, I 
not only challenge that statement, but give an 
instance in favour of State ownership. 
forty years ago 4 concession was. granted to a 
company tó form a line of ninety miles of rail- 
way, starting in Wellington (North Island), 
and such were the repeated complaints of the 
public as to the inferior facilities givén by the 
company to the travelling public that the 
Government took possession, giving the com- 
pany very considerable compensation; and 
this, the only instance of private > railway 
ownership, has never been repeated in New 
Zealand. The railways are run by the State 
for the benefit of the Dominion as a whole. 
and not with an eye to Í sag no beyond 
sufficient to pay overhead charges and interest 
on cost of construction and rolling stock. 

Would you be pleased to grant me space (as 
an Irishman of forty-two years in New Zea- 
land) to congratulate my countrymen on hav- 
ing shaken off the old method of ‘what was 
good enough for my father and grandfather is 
good enough for me, and, instead, striking 
out on a sivé policy?

Sun,—Concerning the Senate election, | beg 
to point out that the principle of the“ re- 
duced quota’’ supplied to your issue of 
Saturday by ' A Correspondent ' is erroneous. 
It is stated that a candidate, on Saturday 
morning, who had 12,608 votes could not be 
defeated. On the contrary, this is quite 


possible. 

‘When all but twenty of the candidates are 
eliminated, the first nineteen might have 
14,500 votes apiece, or thereabouts, while the 
twentieth candidate, the last defeated, mght 
have 13,000. In this case only a few, if any, 
candidates would get the quota, Your corre- 
spondent seems to think that every elected 
candidate will get the quota, which is very 
unlikely. The correct principle of ““a re- 
duced quota ’’ shows that no candidate is yet 
absolutely sure. To be certain of. election, 
14,896 votes would be necessary, as then the 
nineteen other candidates could not all do 
better, since there are only 297,918 votes re- 
maining up to Saturday morning out of the
